There were some anxious inquiries around 
the turf headquarters this morning as to the 
condition of the track. It rained very hard 
in the city shortly after daybreak and there 
was some speculation as tothe pqssibilities of 
mud horses this afternoon. Several horsemen 
made a personal inspection of the course and 
came tothe conclusion that the amount of 
rain fall was not excessive,jand thatthe con- 
dition was better than yesterday, if anything. 
The stablemen added their testimony that the 
shower was a light one, scarcely sufficient to 
interfere with the morning’s work of the 
thoroughbreds. 

The 1am was in every respect a blessing, for 
while the track was improved the dust on all 
the thoroughfares leading to Cote Brilliante, 
which has been almost intolerable, was down- 
ed and the temperature very considerably 
lowered. 

SPECULATION ON TO-DAY’S EVENTS. 

A glance over the programme for to-day 
snowed that there was promise of better sport 
than that which characterized Monday and 
Tuesday. There was more even classing of 
horses, andin each of the three races there 
were uncertainties. Inno way arethe pros- 

sects of the afternoon better indicated than 

y the business at the turf headquarters in the 
early portion of the day. This morning there 
was lively bidding for favorites and 
second and third choices, and more 
money was put up than on Monday and Tues- 
day together. For the mile and three-quar-« 
ters Gabriel led at 800, Liatunah $160, Callao 
$100, Matagorda $25, Pope Leo B, Beeswing $5. 
For the three-quarters dash Cottrill’s entries, 
Babcock and Harry Gilmore, sold at $350, Let- 
tina $220, Ballard $75, Boatman $60, Balancer 
$30, Billy Spink $15, Stanton $10. 3 

In the mile heats Pike was the favorite at 
$150; Boulevard, $115; Pacific, $55; Mary 
Anderson, $10. 

DIDN’T KNOW THE HORSES. 

Gen. Stark, the starter, did better yesterday 
afternoonthan on Monday, when he left Ga- 
briel at the post, but it was the judge’s turn to 
blunder. In the last race Gen. Rowett and 
Pacific had the prettiest kind of a contest 
down the home stretch for second place. Pa- 
cific got under the wire by a nose the leader, 
but, in announcing the result the judges 
gave third place to Sinbad. The placing 
didn’t affectthe betting, butGen. Rowett, who 
felt a good deal of pride in his namesake’s 
performance, expressed his disappointment in 
vigorous language. The error was pointed 
out to the judge but there-wrs no . 
knowledzinent of it. 

HOW ECKER GOT LEFT. 

All is not as harmonious in the management 
as might be. Those who lingered after the 
close of the races last night heard some loud 
language in the vicinity of the club office. It 
seems that Sam Ecker hadintended to make 
an entry for one of to-day’s events, He was 
delayed in taking leave ot General Grant, and 
when he went to the oftice to name his 
starter the time had expired. Although 
Ecker owns the track the rules were enforced 
against him and he expressed himself forcibly. 

A LACK OF HARMONY. 

There has been more than one hitch between 
Ecker and the club, and President Hunt has 
not been entirely satisfied with the arrange- 
ments of the manager. Some words were ex- 
changed yesterday and Col. Hunt intimated that 
a resignation or two might be in order unless 
there was a change. The club is composed ot 
patrons of the sport. The track is mankged 
from the money-making standpoint. Under 
such relations some clashing can hardly be 
avoided. It is freely predicted that there will 
be a radical{change inſthe management before 
another meeting is held.

PERSECUTING THE JEWS. 


Curious Scenes Incident to the Aati- 
semitic Agitationin Russia. 
Vienna Cor. London Telegraph. 
A telegram from Odessa, of yesterday’s 
date, announces that disturbances continue 
there: that forty-five restaurants have been 
’ plundered and wrecked, and that the troops 

jvouac in the streets. It will be seen pres- 
ently how farthe appearance of soldiers on 
the scenes of disorder tends to the protection 
ofthe Jews. Thebandof peasants who at- 
tacked the Jews at Volocyska consisted of 
twenty horsemen, well armed, and preceded 
by a drummer. This party likewise com- 
mitted excesses at Holochvasty. Disgraceful 
proceedings are reported from Tarnoruda 
and Stanoff. The Jewish houses at Lityn and 
Mohileff have also been destroyed. It 1s 
stated in a telegram from Bialistock that en- 
tire families are fleeing inlarge numbers to 
America, having been told by the authori- 
ties that the Russian Government could not 
oppose the anti-Jewish movement, as the 
Czar was not disposed to interfere with his 
loyal peasantry. This doubtless represents 
the true state of affairs. At all events, the in- 
difference of the Russian authorities is clearly 
established inthe subjoined account ofthe 
recent disturbances at Kieff, as related by an 
eye-witness. I vouch for the rigorous ac- 
curacy of every fact mentioned. My infor- 
mant writes: 

When I reached the Alexander street I 
found a dense crowd through which a small 
detachment of infantry and Cossacks was try- 
ing to make its way. Towards 5 o’clock 1 
was at the entrance of the Rodolia street 
where the door of a shop was being broken 
open by a group of the rioters in presence of 
mounted police, with infantry and Cossacks 
close at hand. In a few seconds the door gave 
way amidst the enthusiastic hurrahs of the 
mob. The goods and furniture found inside 
were thrown into the street, and immediately 
pulled to pieces. In front of St. Andrew’s 
Church I saw a Jew who happened to be 
passing by attacked and maltreated by the 
crowd in the most barbarous manner, and 
that in the presence of the mounted police. 
I suw a group of miscreants deliberately 
wreck the house of Salamon Brotzky, which 
is situated in the Dessatinskaja ‘‘ulitea,’’ 
exactly opposite the old hieff police station. 
Valuable furniture and other objects of price 
were hurled from the second door balcony 
into the street and there destroyed by those 
who remained below. Three mounted police- 
men, one of them an officer, beside several 
constables on foot, calmly looked on 
us if they had no right to interfere. I 
may mention that the whole attitude of the 
police could lead to no other conclusion than 
that these scenes were going on under their 
special protection. Towards 7 o’clock I 
walked tothe suburb of Podol. AsI arrived 
at the Seminary street the crowd was plun- 
dering a zrocer’s shop. To the right and 
left of the building stood troops of the line 
with fixed bayonets, anda little further off 
were three officers with unsheathed swords. 
Ail kinds of grocery stores were thrown 
amongst the bystanders, who cheered the 
plunderers vociferously. The three ofticers 
manifested the utmostindifference. While 
witnessing these deeds of destruction I ac- 
cidentally heara that the ringteaders be- 
longed to the laboring classes of Moscow,and 
had been sent to Kieff to get up the anti- 
Jewish avitation. This rumor has since been 
contirmed. It has been ascertained that the 
same dav they arrived from Moscow by the 
Kursk train, taking a roundabout route to 
escape detection. The whole conspiracy 
against the Jews has been planned with great 
foresight by skillful and intelligent hands. 
Both the civil and military authorities show- 
ed the utmost regard for those who placed 
themselves at the head of the 
moh the day of the disturb- 
ances, A number of Jewish soldiers in the 
ranks were grossly ilji-treatecd ly the crowd 
without the slightest effort being made by 
their officers or comrades to protect them. 
The following day I visited Demejeffka,where 
some friends of mine resided. on my way to 
thatsuburl 1 found some twelve or fifteen 
men, apparently laborers, wrecking the Jews’ 
school. The superintendent of police was 
standing in frontof the building, surrounded 
by a group of respectable looking people, 
amongst whom were several women. he 
school-hbouse was first pillaged and then 
burned. Being built of wood there was 
soon nothing left of it but smoking embers. 
When I reached the thickly populated part of 
the suburb I found thatevery single Jewish 
house had been destroved by tire. On the 
esplanade | saw several bodies lying mo- 
tionless onthe ground. Amongst them was 
a soldier belonging to the engineers. I was 
informed that the peasants of the neighbor- 
ing village had largely partictpated in the 
sanguinary scene of the previous evening, 
and had made off with « considerable 
amount of bootv. Atthe brewery near the 
railway station the fury of the moh was such 
that the troops, itis said. at last fired upon 
them. The total amount of damage done 
may be estimated at from 4,000,000 to 5,000,- 
OOO rubles, 

So far mv informant at Kieff. It was only 
the day after these infamous proceedings 
thatthe authorities made any attempt to 
maintain order. In all the neighboring lo- 
calities similar disturbances took place. 

With regard to last Sunday’s outbreak 
against the Jews at Odessa, it is worthy of 
note that for some days previously the whole 
town knew that on Sunday there would be 
disturbances. Consequentiy the local au- 
thorities had no possible excuse for not tak- 
ing the necessary precautions to avert them. 
Toward 4 — 2 in the afternoon large 
xroups began to assemble in the streets, At 
a given signal they proceeded to the houses of 
the Jews, which were plundered, and as far 
as possible rendered uninhabitable. The 
troops ultimately interfered, but made a very 
spare use of their weapons, and did not tire 
ut all. In certain parts of the town, where 
the Jewish clement is most numerous, disor- 
oerl scenes took place till a late bour of the 
night. At Odessa, too, the ringleaders were 
Moscow workingmwen. A thousand arrcdts 
have since been effected, The victims were 
chiefly small tradespeople. 

The same day the Jews were attacked at 
Smicla, which is situated between Tscher- 
kassiand Spola. A company of infantry was 
quartered there, but appears to have been 
outnumbered by the peasants, and was 
obliged to remain on the defensive until rein- 
forcements arrived. In this peace there were 
a number of killed and wounded. Here, too, 
as in the rest of South Russia, proclamations 
were profusely distributed, stating that the 
persecition of the Jews was inaccordance 
with the will of the Czar.

A Sadly Dejected Czar. 
London Cor. Chicago Tribune. 

The Czar is reported as completely broken 
down. Correspondents who have visited 
Gatschina recently say itis pitiable to see 
what awreck this man of herculean frame 
has become since his father’s murder. It 
was thought at first that he would defy the 
Nihilists, and, when he appeared once or 
twice at reviews and other public ceremonies, 
his brave and manly bearing elicited hearty 
applause fromthe people. But since he 
issued the Proclamation of Autocracy,”’ 
and called in Ignatieff, Alexander III. has 
almost withdrawn from public view. It is 
not grief for his father, but sheer fright. 
The sbock of the assassination completely 
rostrated the Czarina, and her nevousness 
— affected the Czar. His palace at Gats- 
china is a perfect arsenal. Cordons of trusty 
Cossacks surround the whole district, and 
the palace itself is guarded night and day by 
olice and picked officers of the line. The 
zur lives in a state ofsiege. All except the 
high officers of State are searched and at 
night there is a password and countersign, 


not only for the precincts of the Palace, but 


for all the roads approaching it. Like all the 
Romanoffs, Alexander III. is superstitious. 
Just before the assassination the late 
Czar’s household was upset by the discovery 
of adead pigeonin the main courtyard of 
the Winter Palace, which had been killed by 
an eagle. Gatschina is now terrified by an 
omen of more sinister import. During a 
storm of thunder and lightning on June 4the 
granite statue of the Emperor Paul was 
overthrown and the sentry guarding it killed. 
There is a legend that— 


W hen falls Paul's columns, dies the Tsar, 
And Russians upon Russia war. 

The deed was done in eighteen-one, 

And when twice forty-year are run 

Wail, Russia, for thy crowned one. 


And the Czar believes as firmly as the most 
ignorant peasant that the prophecy was not 
fulfilled by the murder of Alexander II., but 
that 1881 (will witness a civil war and the 
overthrow of the dynasty. 


Something of an Explosion. 
From the New York Tribune. 

Thatit is always the unexpected which 
happensis well illustrated by the antics of 
bursted boilers. A few days ago one of these 
unruly monsters belonging to a locomotive 
flew to pieces in Chattanooga, Tenn., without 
causing any inconvenience to the engineer, 
but an unfortunate pedestrian named Finch, 
half a mile away, Was instantly killed. Still 
more remarkable was the exploit of the 
boiler which exploded in Philadelphia on 
Thursday. Like ashotit sped on a straight 
line westward, carried away a frame shed and 
arbor on the southern side of the residence of 
Mrs. Mary Ann Nugent, at No. 2443 Amber 
street, went through the sideyard fence, 
across Amber street, through another fence 
into a narrow yard between two of the rail- 
way stables in which stood eighty of the 
company's horses cooling in the 
shade. On the north of this yard was a row of 
frame bins. Three of the outer posts of these 
bins were torn down, and the boiler, speed- 
ingon, landed against the Frankford road 
fence at the westernend of the yard, a dis- 
tance of 400 feet from the demolished boiler 
house, perfectly intact except at its end. Of 
the eighty horses standing within a foot al- 
most of the flying boiler not one was scratech- 
ed. There was a slight stampede, but no 
damage was done except that George Krouse, 
a hostier, who was inthe yard at the time, 
Was squeezed against the south wall by the 
animals and slightly injured. At the timeof 
the explosion a car was going into the de- 
pot, carrying Frederick Getz, the conductor, 
who was on the back platform, and William 
Price, the driver, and Police Lieutenant 
Nester on the front platform. The boiler 
cressed the street just ahead of the car, but a 
mass of broken earth flying in its wake struck 
the car broadsides, shattered the woodwork 
and broke every paneof glass. The three 
men on the car were uninjured. A piece of 
the boiler was found some time after the 
explosion in the yard of the Methodist 
Church, at Memphis and Sepviva streets, 
three squares away.

Savannan's Cemetery. 
From a Letter to the Courier-Journal. 


No one should come to Savannah without 
seeing Bonaventure. This was formerly the 
residence of Commodore Tatnall: it is now a 
cemetery. The old Commodore was a man 
of strom peculiarities, and many anecdotes 
are told of him. He had invited a number of 
friends to dine, and just at the time the table 
was set it was discovered the mansion was on 
fire. Little could be done to save it, and it 
was almost entirely destroyed. When the 
excitement was over the Commodore ordered 
the table to be spread on the lawn, as he 
would not have a dinner party scattered by 
the burning of his house. 

Even the most unimaginative individual 
must be impressed as he passes down these 
long avenues of live oaks, with their far- 
spreading branches draped with moss, form- 
ing the most exquisite festoons nature ever 
makes. These groves are wide and long. It 
is said these oaks, now over 100 years old, 
were planted in the form of the monogram 
of the Tatnall family. Ifso, all the letters 
have been lostin time except the letter T. 
The oaks are immense, and it seems as if you 
were passing down the aisle of some grand 
cathedral. Itis the poetic supposition that 
Gothic architecture owes its origin to the 
fact thatearly builders copied their forms 
and their decorations from the forests in 
which they dwelt, thus giving us the point- 
edarches and the groins of the vaulted roof. 
In Bonaventure this belief amounts almost 
to a demonstration: architecture may im- 
itate, but cannot surpass the interlaced 
branches of those old oaks: while no artist 
could ever hope to equal the grace, delicacy 
and beauty of the moss which hangs from 
all their branches. The whole effect is im- 
pressive, and as the light fades these shapes 
become as weird and as fantastic as any 
Which have haunted the mind of Gustave 
Dore as he pondered the story of the Wan- 
dering Jew or illustrated the verse of Dante.

Two of Charles Dickens’ Friends. 
From the London World. 
All lovers of Dickens will be interested to 
hear of the death of M Beaucort-Mutuel, the 
owner of the house which Dickens oecupied 
at Boulogne. and whose amiabhility, vivacitv 
and sweetness of disposition are so frequently 
referred to in Forster’s biography. “He 
backed himself down the avenue with his cap 
in his hand, as if he were going to back him- 
solfinto the evening star without the cere- 
mony of dying first. I never did see such a 
gentle, kind heart.“ This is one of the many 
allusions to this excellent Frenchman, who 
died a few days since at Condette, a village 
some eight miles from Boulogne, in his sev- 
enty-ninth vear. 
Another link between Dickens and the 
resent ceneration is broken by the death of 
Ir. T. J. Thompson, at the age of sixty-nine. 
Educated at Trinity College, Cambridge, and 
unfortunately possessed of an ample fortune, 
so that he was not spurred to turn his fine 
talents to public account, he made the ac- 
quaintance of Charles Dickens early in life 
and was one of his amateur dramatic com- 

any, Which included George Henry Lewes, 

ohn Leech, Douglas Jerrold and Forster, 
and which ormed for the benetit of poor 
Leigh Hunt. Of that company Mr. Thomp- 
son Was the last survivor, as he was also the 
only one who didnot makea reputation in 
the world of letters or of art. But, as if to 
make atonement, one thie two danghters— 
to whose cultivation be devoted the best years 
of his life—is devoted to literature, the 
other has won fame as the painter of the

ton), made an unsuccessful attempt to repre- 
sent Weymouth in Parliament during the 
Corn Law struggle.

Grisi-cum-Lablache-cum- Rubini-cum-Tam- 
burini-cum-Taglioni times used to gaze at 
bestthe occupants of a certain box—one of the 
boxes — may be sure—wherein sat in all 
her Rubens-like beauty the most gorgeous 
Lady Blessington” (as Dr. Parr used to call 
her) confronted by the Count—the only man 
in the house fitted to be her pendant; while 
from the background Disraeli’s pale face, 
much shaded by sable ringlets, would often 
lean forward into the light. Dickens and 
Louis Napoleon used frequently to talk to- 
gether, but were not very congenial, for the 
novelist was wont to declare, I always 
found him a stupid man.” Mr. Thompson, 
towbom Dickens used the expression, was 

accustomed to compare it with the estimate 
of the Emperor formed by another of his 
friends, Louis Blanc, who thought him a fool 
because Che could not speak for fifteen min- 
utes together“ — the verdict, itis needless to 
add, of an extremely fluent man. 


Rubinstein’s Funeral. 
From the New York Tribune. 


Nicolas Rubinstein, the famous Russian 
musician, was buried in Moscow on Avril 6. 
Concerning the funeral a correspondent 
makes the following statement, which seems 
to have been generally accepted as true: 
„Few stranger incidents have occurred than 
that which, a fortnight ago, caused several 
thousand persons of social and artistic posi- 
tion to follow to the grave, with every out- 
ward manifestation of sorrow and respect, 
the body of ayoung lady, unknown to them, 
thev allthe while believing that they were 

aying honor to Prof. Nicolas Rubinstein, 
ate director of the Moscow Conservatoire. 
This eminent musician died in Paris, and, as 
he had shortly before his death expressed a 
wish to be buried in Moscow, 
his body was dispatched by rail 
fo that city by order of Anton 
Rubinstein. At Moscow Station the coffin 
was delivered by the railway authorities to a 
deputation of notables charged with its re- 
ception, and on the same evening it was 
buried with betitting ceremonial. Three days 
later inteligence reached Moscow by tele- 
graph that a noble family resident at Vienna 
had just received a coffin purporting to con- 
tain the corpse of a young female relative 
who had died in Paris. On opening the coflin 
to identify the remains its contents were 
found to be the body of a man somewhat past 
the prime of life. Inquiries were at once in- 
stituted about the body originally expected. 
W hile these were eagerly prosecuted the sub- 
stitute was discovered to be none other than 
Nicolas Rubinstein, in whose stead the miss- 
ing young lady bad been buried. This con- 
tretemps has caused great pain and embar- 
rassment to the families of both deceased. 
Itis in contemplation to effect the necessary 
exchange between the misdirected bodies as 
privately as may be, and not to celebrate the 
interment of either at Moscow by any public 
ceremonial.’’

TERRORIZED BY TRAMPS. 


A New York Town Overrun by Thiev- 
ing Vagrants. | 
Olean Special to the New York Sun. 

For several days past this town has been 
overrun by tramps. They bave been unusu- 
ally bold in committing robberies and out- 
rageous assaults and making disturbances. 
On Sunday last seventy-five of them were 

uartered in a deserted round house of the 
Buffalo and New York Railroad and in the 
old tannery sheds in the Sixth Ward. Con- 
ductor Collins of the Buffalo road was a few 
nights ago waylaid, robbed and beaten. The 
ralivead freight houses have been several 
times entered and robbed. Among other 
articles stolen was a box of revolvers. Freight 
trains have been systematically plundered. 
For two weeks goods taken from freight 

ackages and not of use to the tramps have 
— found scattered . the tracks and 
about the streets. The feeling of insecurity 
among the residents became so strong that 
the adoption of summary proceedings against 
the tramps in their strongholds was urged. 
Demonstrations of so flagrant a character 
against the peace and safety of the town and 
its residents were made on Wednesday that 
such proceedings have been agreed upon. 

By the sale of stolen articles the tramps 
have succeeded in keeping themselves well 
supplied with liquor. On Wednesday last 
thirty-five of them were counted holding a 
consultation near the old round house, The 
night before several pedestrians had been at- 
tacked by footpads on Pine street. Two 
tramps had entered the saloon of Larry Con- 
nell,in the Sixth Ward, and purchased a 
keg of beer. One of them shouldered it and 
started out. His companion picked up an- 
other keg and walked away with it. Connell 
pursued and succeeded in securing the stolen 
keg after a severe fight. The tramps evi- 
deutly took the beer to the round house, for 
in a short time the sounds from the building 
indicated that orgies were in progress. 

On Wednesday morning six of the gang ap- 
eared on the platform of the Junction Depot. 
‘hey became boisterous. Agent N. A. Rapp 

went out and ordered them away. He was 
promptly knocked down by one of the tramps. 
Another fired a shot from a revolver at him. 
The agent’s brother, Fred Rapp, ran to his 
assistance. He was assailed by the crowd, 
and badly kicked and beaten. The two 
brothers took refuge in the depot, followed 
by several pistol shots, none of which took 
effect. The fracas attractedthe attention of 
several men. As they approached the scene 
the tramps started off down the Buffalo and 
New York Railroad track. At the junction of 
the Erie Railway they boarded Conductor 
Hollis’ freight train. Entering a car they 
closed the sliding door. The conductor or- 
dered them to get out. They tore the door 
off and threw it upon the conductor, knock- 
ing him down. One of them discharged his 
revolver, the ball passing through the door as 
it lay on Hollis’ leg, barely missing him. The 
tramps then jumped from the car on the op- 
posite side and started down the track. A 
number of residents had now collected . They 
started in pursuit. Among them was Larry 
Connell, the saloon keeper from whom the 
two tramps had attempted to steal the keg 
of beer on Tuesday. When the pursuers 
came up With the tramps the latter stopped 
Each one had a revolver 
drawn. Connell recognized the two tramps 
who had given him the call. They knew him 
also and when they saw him they opened tire. 
Cunnell and the rest retreated and took ref- 
ugeinacar. This the tramps riddled with 
bullets, fortunately hitting none of the occu- 
pants, although some of the balls passed 
through the side of the car. Threatening to 
kill any one who followed them they pro- 
ceeded on down the track. 

By this time the town was greatly excited 
over the affair. Men armed themselves to 
pursue ana capture the gang. The officers 
at the Acme oil refinery telegraphed to the 
police authorities for protection. Policemen 
Wiley and King procured a switch engine and 
started after the tramps. They were discov- 
ered in a field, going in the direction of the 
oil pumping station. Three of the gang were 
captured after a desperate fight, in which 
they freely used their pistols. Another one 
was shot by Wiley as he was leveling his re- 
volver at hing. he tramp will die. 

When the-policemen returned with their 
prisoners, a party of residents, armed and 
determined, started to raid the round house 
The 
building was deserted. Only two tramps 
were found lurking in the vicinity, and they 
were taken into custody. It is supposed that 
the others are hidden in the woods on the 
outskirts of the town. ‘The tramps arrested 
all had new revolvers. One of them had 
three, all loaded. They are doubtless some 
of the pistols stolen from the freight house. 
If the others of the gang collect again in their 
old quarters, as itis expected they will, the 
indignant residents will give them a lively 
reception.

FALSE CERTIFICATES. 


How Frauds Were Committed on the Keokuk 
Elevator—An Arrest. 


At noon yesterday Chief McDonough rode up 
to Four Courts witha well-dressed gentleman 
who was escorted into his private office and 
later taken to Capt. Ferd. Kennett’s room at 
Central Station, where a consultation was held 
and Sergt. John Leonard was assigned to keep 


the new-comer company. These 
were the developments of the 
morning’s work. Early rene nm Oflicer 
John Holmes, of the Central Station, was as- 
signed to Roche’s Turf Exchange with special 
instructions. Capt. Kennett promenaded about 
the corner of Fifth and Olive streets, and the 
Chief stationed himself at the corner of Fourth 
and Olive, where he arrested a man about noon 
resterday and drove him tothe Four Courts. 
he arrest was madein obedience toa tele- 
gram received by Capt. Kennett on Monday 
evening requesting the arrest of a grain ele- 
vator man of Keokuk, la., who was likely to 
be found in St. Louis. The telegram was from 
a Chicago commission firm. The prisoner is 
wanted in Keokuk, Iowa, to answer to acharge 
of grand larceny preferred bythe firm. The 
facts in the case as far as could be ascertained 
by a reporter are these: The firm at Chicago 
received certified rts of.the amount of 
grain in their Keokuk elevator. These were. 
tagged to warehouse receipts and were salable 
in the Chicago Exchange. The company as- 
certained that the grain credited them 
at Keokuk had been withdrawn 
from the elevator. The tickets were absolutely 
worthless. For a long time they were unable 
to place the discrepancy,which was daily foot 
ing up thousands of dollars. This went on un- 
interruptedly for several weeks, and only a 
few days ago the mystery was cleared up when 
it was ascertained that some men connected 
with the elevator disposed of the grain to their 
own protits, covering the move by sending 
the false certificates to the firm. 
The exact extent of the losses are not yet 
known, though they are now in excess of $50,- 
000. A warrant for grand larceny has been 
sworn out at Keokuk. Mr. Sturgis, one of the 
gentlemen connected with the elevator, was ar- 
rested at Keokuk pn suspicion and will be held 
until further developments transpire in the 
matter. Three arrests were made in Chicago, 
but the names of all interested parties have 
so far been suppressed, asthe authorities at 
Keokuk, Chicago and St. Louis are still 
on the lookout for persons whom they suppose 
are implicated in the frauds. 
LATER. 

The man arrested on suspicion and now con- 
fined at the Central Station is Mr. William I.. 
Hull. The arrest was made atthe telegraphic 
request of Francis J. Kennett & Co., promi- 
nent Chicago grain dealers. Mr. Hull is wide- 
ly and favorably known in mercantile circ?es 
in this city, and was once connected with 
Miles Sells & Co. Since his arrival 
in this city he was the guest 
of Dr. Cabanne on Union avenue until yester- 
day morning, when he was placed under ar- 
rest by Chief McDonough, who knew him 
well. When Chief McDonough was approached 
this afternoon he positively denied all knowl- 
edge of names and circumstances connected 
with the arrest. 


Leon Chotteau on Change. 
A meeting of the members of the Merchants’ 
Exchange was held this afternoon at 115 
o’clock in the reading room of the Exchange. 


President McEnnis explained the nature 
of the meeting, anc introduced Mr. 
Leon Chotteau, whose discourse was upon the 
subject of discrimination against American 
provisions, the address being in response to 
the desires of the merchants. Mr. Chotteau 
read his address from a manuscript in English. 
Hie stated that he had just returned from the 
South and expressed himself gratified and as- 
tonished at the nature of the people, who had 
subdued their passions and rancor 
and had devoted themselves to mercantile 
and domestic pursuits without further atten- 
tion to political broils. Mr. Chotteau then 
took up the subject of American salted meuts, 
and stated that France used up to the decree 
of February last $8,000,000 worth of salted pork, 
bacon, etc., which was most of that class ot 
provisions used in France. Since 
the decree the loss was $600,000 per 
month to the United States. he 
decree was a pretext onthe plea that the in- 
formatiomfurnished by an English Consul was 
of such aMature that immediate action was 
of auch gf Mr. Chotteau explained the! ac- 
tion as something which should not be re- 
garded as permanent.

A Suicide in the Storm. 

Albert Garret committed suicide this morn- 
ing at 1311 Pratte avenue under peculiarly 
dramatic circumstances. He was a conductor 
on the Kirkwood Accommodation train and 
has been well and widely known in St. Louis 
formany years past. He has been suffering 
from melancholia for some time past, and last 
night the fit came on him more strongly than 
ever. He was uneasy and restless during the 


sarly partofthe night, and a couple of hours 
after midnight when’ the storm came up he 
tossed back and forth on his bed and seemed 
to be in greut anguish of mind. 
As the thunder crashed he seemed 
to be utterly prostrated with fear, and just 
after a blinding flash of lightning he hurriedly 
pulleda pistol from under the pillow and 
putting it to his head fired, the report ringing 
out simultaneous with an uwfulcrash of thun- 
der, which shook the honse toits foundations 
and made the shrieking family believe that 
verily Walpurgis’ night had come. As soon as 
he tired the fatal shot Garret dropped back 
into his wife’s arms and died in that position 
a few minutes before 4 o'clock, surrounded by 
his family, who were parylized with horror at 
his rash act. No cause can be assigned for the 
suicide. Garret was a sober,industrious man, 
happyin his domestic relations and widely 
respected. It is said that he had 
from bis. childhood up a horror of lightning 
and thunder, and it is thought probable that 
the extretnec fear inspired by the celestial pyr- 
otechnics last night was the only reason for 
the crime. Ile was 46 years old and leaves a 
wife and two grown sons.

THE McQUEEN TRIAL. 


Proceedings Against the Wife Murderer in 
the Criminal Court, 


The case of William McQueen, charged with 
the murder of his wife, Agnes McQueen, isin 
progress in the Criminal Court to-day: Officer 
John Holmes was put on the stand for the 
State and testified that on the evening of April

Wheu Holmes 
asked her again he put his ear to her lips and 
heard her answer William.“ <A physician 
wassentfor. Mr. A. H. Spink, the reporter 
who accompanied Officer Holmes to the house, 
testified that he had found the womanina 
dying condition at the mouse. An ax 
found in the house was exhibited on trial and 
identified as the one which McQueen said he 
had used.
